Nobody — not even the city council — knows with what sort 
of parking proposal the council will come up next Tuesday night. 

After this weck’s discussion of the subject, we would not be 
surprised if the plan presented were the original “Blue” plan, the 
“compromise minimum” plan, or a further compromise between 
the two. 

But regardless of the council's final action, there are funda- 
mental questions that must first be answered by the councilmen 
and by the property owners involved. 

The council must go back to its underlying principle, pro- 
tection of the welfare of the community as a whole, before it can 
justify any parking program whatsoever that is engineered and 
financed by assessment and exercise of the right of eminent 
domain. 

It is on the ground of this basic principle that the council 
has sought to create additional parking facilities in the downtown 
area. Not only the property values of the business district, but of 
the entire community are at stake in this effort to secure a sound 
and prosperous future for the shops of Menlo Park. 

But as plans and proposals are warped, switched and ampu- 
tated by expediency and the pressure of vocal protest, there may | 
come a point at which the general welfare of the community 
ceases to be involved and the planners suddenly find that they 
are dealing, instead, with the welfare and interest of only a small 
group. 

Decision on this point can be reached only in the hearts of 
the individual members of the city council. But the 
be made and recognized before a proposal is dignified with the 
title of The Parking Plan.

when he erects a new commercial 
building. 

No such provision was made for 
the central business district, be- 
cause it was felt that here individ: | 
ual parking requirements were | 
impractical, and that offstreet| 
parking must be provided in cen 
trally located parking plazas fin- 
anced by the areas to be served. 

As examples of the two pro- 
cedures we may point to the All- 
American market on Willow 
road or the Bay road shopping 
center where the owners of the 
businesses have furnished off- 
street parking on private pro- 
perty in accordance with the 
terms of the ordinance (there 
are many other examples), and 
to the two large parking plazas 
north of Santa Cruz avenue 
which are public property, the 
acquisition of which was fin- 
anced by area-wide assessments.

As an example, we never make repairs requiring an 
interruption of service om Monday unless there’s a dire 
emergency. The Monday washday is an old American 
custom. We can prove it by records at pumping sta- 
tions. 

But such emergencies have their lighter moments, 
too. Once a county road crew operating a dragline 
proke one of our large mains. Water service to 300 
families was interrupted—a very serious crisis in water 
works operation. 

Within minutes the broken main was shut down and 
a crew of our people were on the job ringing doorbells, 
explaining what happened and assuring our consumers 
that repairs would be made as quickly as possible. Of 
course, some of the folks were washing clothes. Every- 
one was inconvenienced except one gentleman enjoy- 
ing a day off from work. He assured us that it didn’t 
matter in the least. He had a refrigerator full of beer. 

But serious or humorous as such incidents may be, 
our people are ready to serve you “beyond the call of 
duty” to see that emergencies are short in duration and 
as rare as good water works operation can make. them.
